COMMITMENT SUMMON.'^''^^ 

Tbe action of Mr. Justice Crease in 
ordering a commitment 8umm()h8 to 
isauo in two cases of defaulting debtors 
at the recent County Court sittings 

ought to hnvo nn iiillucnco upon many 
persons who indulge thu lu.bit of ob- 
taining unlimited credit without hav 
ing tlio slightest hope — perhaps not the 
slightest intention — of meeting their 
liability. There are, of course, many 
unfortunate debtors who would gladly 
pay if they had it in thoir power; but 
many of the personH who come 
boforo tho courts do not intend to pay 
if they can help it. Sympathy with 
the debtor is well enough under some 
circumstances, but why is not a littlo 
Kympathy reserved for tho creditor who 
in bis sharp struggle for a livelihood is 
often forced to see his clothes and his 
boots and shoea strutting about tli(^ 
streets with a man inside of them w!io 
has not paid and never intends to pay 
for tho garments. A bill against a citi- 
zen was shown the other day. It enian- 
atcd from a grocery houso. Tlio items 
for "groccrici ' amounted to only s^O.fiO 
out of a total amount of §10G r2. The 
remainder was for "groceries" of an- 
other description — "wet goods,' in 
fact. This bill has been running since 
1878. All tho grocery, dry goods and 
clothing houses and hotels in the. city 
mourn over long lists of accounts long 
overdue which they would put into 
court if they had the slightest hope of 
recovering a part. But if they aliouhi 
get judgment md bono ( They only in- 
cur additional espenao and alino.it in- 
variably get nothing bccHuai; the judije, 
carried away by afalse .sympathy, nearly 
always refuses to .sign a conunitmcnc 
sumraons, and the debtor with a dozen 
judgments hanging over him continues 
CO live on the fat of the land and de- 
fies his creditor. But tho victims aro 
not always dealers. Mechanics aro 
frequently victimized by dishonest or 
incompetent contractors, who take work 
loo low, got hold of a few hundred dol- 
lars and then "skip" to the other side. 
Sometimes a contractor who has taken 
work too low, and .so prevented e.K 
perionced and responsibln contractors 
from securing the job at a remunerative 
rate, stays and faces his cretlitors. And 
what then 1 He becomes an object of 
[)ublic sympathy. If judgment is ob- 
tained a commitment is soldom signed 
and all who may have trusted hira lose 
their money; whereas had he bid for the 
work at a remunerative ligure no one 
would havo been out a single cent, for 
if he had not secured the conlr.ict Kome 
one oLso would at a fair prolit. A con- 
tractor, by stress of bad weather, or a 
sharp rise in labor or material, or from 
pome other unforseon cause, may not 
realize n p-o/it on apiece of work. Such 
a person is entitled to sympathy. Bat 
the man who, knowing well tho cost of 
material and labor, deliberately bids for 
work far below its actual cost and 
then fails to pay for the labor or ma- 
terial consumed in tho job, is generally 
a fraud. An e.vcuso cannot be found 
for him, and until tho courts make an 
example of men of this staraj) the work 
of victimizing tradespeople and me- 
chanics will go bravely on. As a mat- 
tor of course tradespeople are to blame 
if they give credit to improper persons; 
but there are instances where the utmost 
vigilance on tho part of the dealer is 
not proof against the machinations of a 
dishonest customer and until the courts 
shall have learned to iliscriminate be- 
tween honest and dishonest debtors 
there will be neither remedy nor )iro 
tection.

THS^UPPER OOUmHY CROPS. 

Barley oAi Oats Comparatively Safe— 
^heat a Poor Crop. 

.V gentleman who rfturncnl from Nicola 
Valley informs us th.'it most of tho crops 
in that valley were safely harvested be- 
fore the last of September when rain and 
snow came on unexpectedly and witliout 
previous warning. The early grain was 
all got ill, but tho late grain sulTercd so- 
veroly, and soiuo of it will bo lo.it. In 
Spellaniacheeii and (,)kanagaii the wheat 
is nearly all rained; but most of tho oats 
and barley were got in just in tho nick of 
time. ilain, snow and frost extended 
from tho boundary lino as far as Clinton. 
Tho loaa falls heavily on the farmers of 
the interior who had prepared for a heavy 
demand from the rail way an J the iin exam pl- 
od weather ha.s had a cliillingefl'ect upon all 
their plans anci calculations. It is im- 
possible at present to estimate the num- 
ber of t(jns of wheat destroyed; but in 
some farms it amounts to the entire crop. 

Lost in tue TEUToy. — When a groat 
public calamity occurs its cfTects are wide- 
spread, penetrating often to tho remotest i 
parts of the globe. A few weeks ago we 
chronicled the loss of tho British steam- 
ship Teuton ofl' tho coast of South Africa 
with many lives. On Saturday Mr. 
Qeorge Blonkinaop received a letter which 
conveyed to him the sad intelligence that 
his son Robert, .aged 31, was an engiiioor 
on board th(! Teuton and went down in 
her. The deceased waa a native of Vic- 
toria and ia favorably remembered by hij 
former iiasociatea. 

In Brikk. — Gno man was killed and 
another injured at tho Big Tunnel Satur- 
day .... Winter lias reached the mainland. 
A hard frost at Yalo yesterday and a 
slight snow. , . .Richard George, brother 
of Captain George of this city, and Wil- 
liam Hodgo.i died at Nanainio on Satur- 
day Mr. Edwin Johnson has been 

granted leave to appeal to tho Supremo 
Court of Canada in the case of Walker rn. 
the Bank of British North America.

Harry Sullivan waa chargod with as- 
saulting A. \V. Lawson on Sunday, the 
iJth inst. 

.Sullivan stated that he waa under 
tho influence of liquor at tho time and 
was very sorry that ho had struck Mr. 
Lawson, who had been a friend to him 
everaince ho had beon in the city. 
. Mr. Lawson remarked that he had only 
expostulated with tlio defendant for tak- 
ing a drunken man round in his (plain- 
tilFs) buggy and breaking it. Defendant 
was very abusive and the more plaintilF 
reasoned with him tho more abusive ho 
got. He used very foul language, in- 
deed, and threatened tu put u head on 
him. Immodiatoly afterwards defendant 
struck him in tho face. Tho more ho 
was talkcil to tho worse ho got. PlaiiitilV 
went out to tho Driving I'ark after his 
buggy which had beon engaged by an- 
other party. This ho found broken, and 
while ho was taking the horse biit tho as- 
sault was committed. 

Supt. O'Connor stated that the defend- 
ant was arrested on Sunday night and had 
beon locked up since. He had not boon 
in tho police court bof(jre. There wore 
seven dollars oxpen.sea incurred, includ- 
ing damages to tho plaintiffs clothing. 

ilia Honor would allow thu costs of 
one trip out to tho Driving Park for the 
purpose of arresting thu defendant, but 
the damages to tho plaintiffs clothing 
would have to be applied for at a higher 
court. Ho would take tho peaceable de- 
meanor of tho defendant at the present tiinu 
into consideration. Had he manifested 
that on Sunday it would have been much 
better for him. Tho place was a public 
one and tho people going thoro must bo 
protected. Ho only had power to Gno 
him 820, or in default two inontlia' im- 
prisonmont.

Monday, Oct. 14. 

Reynolds vj. Batchelor et al. — Mr. Poo" 
ley (with him Mr. Thoo. Davie) moved 
for final judgment in tha terms of tho 
plaintifFs claims for roUef. Counsel 
briefly sketched the pleadings and tho 
facts already in ovidoneo, contonding that 
the plaintiffs estate sheuld bo restored to 
him unfettered. It w.aa admitted that 
Mr. McPhaden would bo protected to tlio 
extent of the moneys advanced by him. 
Tho receiver's accounts showed the de- 
fendants Batchelor and Harrison deficient 
upwards of 87000 in accounting for the 
estate sinco they had dispossessed Mr 
Reynolds; but counsel submitted that 
niiiiuto mattora of account would bo loft 
for adjustment until after Mr. Roynold.i 
luul been placed in possession. 

Jlr. Jackson, for thu defendants Batch- 
elor and Harrison stated that his clients 
had surcharged tho estate upwards of 
$0000 so that in place of the defendants 
being hgld account.ablo for 87000 odd tho 
plaintifl' was liable to thorn for 32000, and 
ho submitted that tho Court would not 
order restitution of tho property until 
such balance due to his clients had been 
paid. 

His Lordship remarked that in order to 
do complete justice between tho parties 
tho evidence and documents in tho case 
would require to bo carefully gono into. 
Ho would inform the parties when ho waa 
prepared to deliver a decree. 

The ITorth Saanioh Wharf. 

More than 200 people were detained on 
Saturday evening last for an hour and a 

quarter at North Saanich in consequence 
of the steamer Wilson G. Hunt being un- 
•ablo to roach tho wharf at Brackman's 
mills. Tho building of this wharf har- 
monizes with a great deal of the very lim- 
ited amount of public work done b)* tiio 
present chief commisaioncr. Tho wliarf 
was built, firstly, in tho wrong direction; 
secondly, it ia not extended far enough 
out; thirdly, if a T had been addod 
to the atruoturo lengthwise instead of a 
cross it would have cleared tho 
low bar and enabled steamers to go along- 
side and back out at auy stage of water 
except, perhaps, extremolow tidoa. It would 
have boon j eat as ca.sy and with the same coal 
to havo built tins wharf where detentions 
would have been infrequont as to have 
thrown money away, or the next thing to 
it, as in this instance. Freight intended for 
North Saanich is often carried on to Na- 
nainio, and somotimos to Comox, bocauso 
tho steamer can reach tho wharf only at 
high water or nearly so, and then tho 
freight and passengers havo to bo landed 
in boats. This is an inconvenionoo and a 
great source of annoyance to tho settlers, 
to say nothing of the captain and crow as 
well as the passengers of tho boat. 

Fro.m Yaib. — The steamer Western 
Slope arrived last evening at 9:35 from 
Yale with pas.icngers and freight. Snow 
at Yalo on Sunday was deep enotigh for 
snowballing and tho frost wjia getting 
quite sharp. Tho river in consequence is 
falling rapidly. Stoamor .-Vda was wind- 
bound in the mouth of tho river with 
cattle for Nanaimo. The Slope made the 
round trip in 33 lioura running timo, hav- ] 
ing stayed six hours at Yale. She went 
to Esquimau last evening and will leave 
again at her u.iual hour to-morrow.

CATTLE STEALllTQ. 
Aa Orsranizod Band In tho District, 

The freciucnl losses of livo stock in tho 
adjoining district of Victoria have lately 
caused iho suspicion to bo entertained 
that an organized band of cattle thieves 
are depredating in tho locality. In ono 
night as many as ai:c beeves and ono horse 
havo boon lost from a single meadow of 
Mr. J. D. Pemborton. Mr. Houlihan 
lust four cows during the summer, and 
his noighbors havo boon similarly victim- 
ised to a gri'ater or lessor degree. .Sheep 
and hogs without number havo myator- 
iou.'.ly disappeared from folds and thus 
far eii'orts put forth to track tho rascals 
have failed.

Per- 
haps tho losses have not been reported to 
thoni; but it is a serious and growing 
evil which they are called on to grapple 
with energetically. Nothing could more 
certainly diacourago tho olforts of our 
struggling farmuri than those mysterious 
losses which have .ilready seriously crip- 
plod several .vory worthy men. We hope 
that Mr. Todd will take hold of the mat- 
tor with vigor and ir.'ici.- tho rascals to 
their hiding places. 

Tho "Cnlon Cluu CiUJO. 

Rules nioti wero granted yesterday by 
the Hon. Jlr. Justice Crease returnable 
on Monday next, to show cause why the 
difi"oront proceedings against tho Club 
should not bo quashed on tho score that 
tho i^Iuuicipality Act, 1881, and tho City 
Revenue Bylaw, 1881, so far as they re- 
late to Clubs are unconstitutional and 
differential.

Ono hundred years 
ago Manciiostcr contained but 50,000 
people. Wlien tho conturv opened — 
81 veiirs iigo--tlio total wa.s 89,700 
souls; in 1S31 it was 1124, 013; in 18G1, 
441,171; in 1871, 480,460; and in 
1S81 it is .'87,64 1, including Salford. 
These figures, being only for tho dis- 
tricts which are under control of tho 
city governments of Manchester and 
Salford, do not actually represent tho 
[jopulation which cfntera about Man- 
chester aa a manufacturing town, for 
with this considered, there would be a 
total of 800,000 souls. Nor is this all 
that tho figures show. Around Man- 
chester arc many other towns of large 
importance in this way, such as Bolton, 
Rochdale ;uul Stackpole. London City 
proper, it is -shown, ha.s only 80,52G 
people. To got hor 4,764,312 returned 
in the last census it is necessary to iu- 
cludo parishes and suburbs in the 
counties of Sussex, Kent, Essex and 
Hertford, which lie not more thnn 15 
miles in a straight lino from Charing 
Cross as a center. Wero a .similar cir- 
clo drawn nround Manchester, with the 
Exchange for it.s center, theai.' town.s of 
B6lton,fiochdaio, Stackdaleand others, 
which a century ago wero mere villages, 
would como in to swell tho population 
to ii'-urly 2,000,000 Koula, in other 
words, theManchehlerfiopulation would 
be about tlio Kamo under these circuni- 
.stancu.s tiiat tho po|)ulatioii of New 
York, including Brooklyn and Jersey 
City, would bo if a' circle w«?e drawn 
about the City Hall with a radius 15 
miles in lensth.

Tli3 Swiss Proposo to Movo vritli the ' 
Times and Adopt Protection. ' 

lu'nono of tlioStatosof tlie European 
Continent, except perhaps Belgium, is 
tho principle of free trade so thoroughly 
established in tho minds of tho people 
as it is in Switzerland Yet oven 
Switzerland is vexed with a pro- 
tectionist crazosuch as the heterogeneous 
company of " fair traders " is seized 
with in 1111.1 country. A correspond- 
ent of Lt Blind, a Berne journal of 
repute, has in two long letters tried to 
show, says the Manuhester Guardian, 
that the free trade movement haa been 
a failuro, and that tho course which 
Switzerland ought to pursue is to revert 
to protection. The writer does not, 
however, advocate an indiscriminate 
increaso and extension of tho import 
duties. lie says raw materials and 
food ought to como in free, but that' 
imported manufactures ought to be 
taxed, and that In adopting this scheme 
Switzerland would but bo acting in 
accordance with tho spirit of tliotimos, 
which is in favor of protection. Upon 
this proposal the Journal de Genove 
comments with some severity. The 
writer admits that the rovivalof thopro 
tectioniat idea in Europe has had some 
effect in Switzerland in weakening tho 
former faith of tho people in froo trade, 
but this idea is duo to tho depression 
caused by a temporary commercial 
crisis, which haa given tho protectionists 
an opportunity of unsettling the public 
mind. " But we must boware of re- 
garding this movement as ono which 
it is not impossible or imprudent to 
resist." The correspondent of tho Bund 
demands triumphantly where does free 
trade really exist ? Not, ho says, in 
Franco or England, for in France tho 
free-traders accept complacently the 
existing " prohibitive " system, and 
are content not to demand still higher 
duties, whilst in England a large 
revenue is still derived from import 
duties.
